“ Song of Love” with Katherine Hep- 
burn and Robert Walker run to its con­ 
clusion then reported Apollo as the last 
item on its late newscast. 
The Soviet Communist party newsp:* 
per gave bigger headlines to its own

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Nixon jubilant 
over success 


of moon landing

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on was obviously jubilant and excited as 
he talked by telephone from the White 
House with Apollo 11 Astronauts Neil 
A. Armstrong and EdwinE. Aldrinshort­ 
ly after they became the first men to 
set foot on the moon. 
“ I just can’t tell you how proud we 
all are of what you have done,” he said. 
“ For every American, this has to be 
the proudest day of our lives and for 
people all over the world I am sure they 
too join with Americans In recognizing 
what an immense feat this is.” 
“ Then 
in a more somber tone, the 
chief executive told the astronauts their 
achievement made “ the heavens . . . a 
part of man’s world” and brought all 
mankind closer together. 
“ As you talk to us from the Sea of 
Tranquility, it inspires us to redouble 
our efforts to bring peace and tran­ 
quility to earth,” Nixon said. “ For 
one priceless moment in the whole his­ 
tory of man, all the people on this earth 
are truly one . . , one in their pride 
in what you have done and one in their 
prayers that you will return safely to 
earth.” 
Armstrong, replying in a voice ting­ 
ed with emotion, thanked the President 
and said it was “ a great honor and pri­ 
vilege . . . to be here representing 
not only the United States but men 
of peace of all nations.”

SPACE CENTER (UPI) - Neil A. Arm­ 
strong and Edwin E, Aldrin Jr. safely 
blasted off from the moon’s surface to­ 
day to begin their voyage home from 
man’s first conquest of an alien world. 
“ Eagle is in safe orbit,” Armstrong re­ 
ported 7*2 minutes after their moonship 
boiled the lunar dust with its rocket en­ 
gine and roared 14) from the Sea of 
Tranquility. 
The two American astronauts spent i /2 
hours walking, exploring and collecting 
80 pounds of priceless lunar rocks. 
“ Beautiful . . . beautiful,” Aldrin 
said, watching the spacecraft skim at 
more than 1,000 mph over the craters 
and boulders around the flat landing 
field. 
Ahead they faced a perilous 3l/2 -hour 
rendezvous maneuver to rejoin Michael 
Collins in the Apollo 11 command ship 
70 miles above the moon. 
They plan to leave lunar orbit at 
12:53 a.m. Tuesday, homeward bound. 
Behind they left the moon, the earth 
and history forever changed. 
At 1:54 p.m. EDT, Eagle's ascent 
engine roared to life and for the first 
time 
without 
benefit 
of thousands 
of ground technicians working a few miles 
away, men launched themselves toward 
an orbit. 
At 2:02 p.m. came the word they 
had made it. One of the most clifl- 
hanging aspects of their mission was 
a success. 
“ Very smooth,” Aldrin reported. 
Then came a succession of “ beauti­ 
fuls” from the two pilots. 
The astronauts coolly read off the 
velocity change they needed to achieve 
orbit. 
“ Shutdown,” Armstrong radioed, his 
ascent engine off. 
Apollo’s Eagle was in an orbit rang­ 
ing from about 11 to 52 miles high. 
Russia’s Luna 15, which had been my­ 
steriously shadowing Apollo 11 in lurw 
or orbit since Thursday, apparently land- 
ed on the moon two hours before Eagle 
took off. 
But it reportedly hit with such a speed 


as to preclude its speculated objective 
of scooping up some lunar dirt and rac­ 
ing the Americans back to earth with 
it. 
Collins in the Columbia command me* 
dule was 300 miles away when Eagle 
soared into orbit. The lunar module 
immediately prepared for a complicat­ 
ed series of maneuvers to rendezvous and 
dock with his ship. 
“ The whole world is proud of you,” 
ground communicator Ron Evans told the 
Eagle’s lunar pioneers. 
President Nixon, who talked to the as­ 
tronauts on the moon Sunday night, said 
“ good news” when told of the success­ 
ful launch and orbit. 
Both spacemen were taciturn and calm 
on the liftoff in comparison to the en­ 
thusiastic descriptions of the lunar land­ 
scape they gave on the descent to Trai* 
quillity Base Sunday. 
Armstrong’s heart rate reached 90 
beats per minute and Aldrin, who norm­ 
ally has a lower heart rate, soared to 
120. Both quickly dropped down to the 80s 
after orbit was achieved. 
Before they left Aldrin radioed earth 
dwellers a fascinating description of 
Tranquility Base and the dreamlike ter­ 
rain surrounding it. 
“ We are landed in a relatively smooth 
crater field with elongated secondary 
crater fields. Most of them have rims 
but there are a few which do not have 
discernible rims. 
“ They are covered by very line sand 
or silt. There is a wide variety of rocks, 
all shapes, sizes and textures, round and 
angular. We’ve seen what looked like a 
plain of basalt. 
“ We are in a boulder field where 
the boulders range 14) to two feet but 
a few are larger than that — some on 
the surface, some part exposed, some 
barely exposed,” Aldrin said. 
He said a large, rocky crater the a&> 
tronauts had to avoid on touchdown Sum 
day by taking over manual control of 
their spacecraft and flying it four miles 
beyond the target area “ might have fit 
in the Astrodome,” Houston’s huge dom­ 
ed stadium. 
On the lunar surface, where they will 


stay forever unless disturbed by later 
spacemen, they left the American flag, 
two scientific devices, their boots, hel­ 
mets and portable lifepacks plus special 
mementoes of their landing. 
Armstrong sent word: “ Eagle is safe 
in orbit, having left Tranquility base 
and leaving behind a replica of our 
Apollo 11 badge and olive branch.’’ 
The astronauts took off in the cabin 
section of the lunar module, using their 
four-legged landing stage and engine as a 
launch pad. It was the first time astro­ 
nauts had conducted their own launch 
countdown. 
The astronauts slept until 11:15 a.m. 
(EDT) today after the epochal walk on 
the moon. When they awakened they 
smoothly ran through the preparations 
for the liftoff. 
At the space center, scientists said 
one of the two scientific experiments 
they left on the lunar surface, a tiny 
"moonquake” — measuring seismome­ 
ter, was already sending back a “ con­ 
tinuing” stream of signals. 
It was so delicate, they said, it picked 
up the astronauts’ footsteps on the moon 
and as they climbed up a nine-rung 
ladder to get tack in the spaceship. 
It also registered the thud the space­ 
men’s gloves, boots and portable life 
backpacks made when they were later 
thrown out of the cabin. 
TYiree observatories in 
the United 
States trained ruby-red laser rays on a 
precision reflector also left on the sur­ 
face with which they hope to measure the 
distance from earth to moon within six 
inches. 
A “ return ” was reported by the Lick 
Observatory in California and astro­ 
nomers at the University of Texas’ Mc­ 
Donald observatory said they had al­ 
ready come “ tantalizingly ” close to 
hitting the reflector. 
Space agency officials said Aldrin 
and Armstrong collected enough pieces 
of the moon— possibly 80 pounds— 
to keep scientists busy for months. 
Armstrong said they got “ a good 
bit erf the ground mass, plus a sizeable 
number of selected rock fragments of 
different types.” 
Russia’s Luna 15 reported in 
300 mile-per-hour moon crash 


JODRELL BANK, England (UPI)— 
England’s Jodrell Bank tracking station 
said Russia’s unmanned Luna 15 space 
vehicle apparently plunged to the surface 
of the moon today at such high speed 
it could have been severaly damaged. 
Sir Bernard Lovell, chief of the track­ 
ing facility, said Luna 15 was traveling 
around 300 miles per hour when it hit 
the moon on the'Sea of Crisis, about 500 
miles from the Sea of Tranquility where 
the two American astronauts walked 
on the moon Sunday. 
If Luna 15 hit the surface at that 
speed, Lovell said, “ nothing is likely 
to survive such a landing But this does 
not mean a complete crash landing.” 
However, it is believed it would end 
any possibility that Luna 15 could scoop 
up some moon dirt and race the Ameri­ 
can astronauts back to earth. There 
had been official and unofflcials spec­ 
ulation in Moscow that this was the 
purpose of the probe. 
A spokesman said Jodrell Bank’s 
giant tracking antenna detected signal 
changes and then an abrupt cessation of 
transmissions that indicated Luna 15 
had dropped out of orbit onto the lunar 
surface. 
There was no Immediate confirmation 
from Moscow which so far lias limited 
itself to announcing the takeoff last 
Sunday 
and 
two subsequent 
orbital 
changes. 
The observatory said its giant dish 
radio antenna detected a rocket blast 
that evidently was Intended to drop the 
craft out of orbit down toward the lun­ 
ar surface. 
The spokesman put the time of the 
Russian landing at 40 seconds after 
11:50 a.m. EDT. 
Sir Bernard Lovell, chief of the Jod­ 
rell Bank facility, said the velocity of 
signals received at the time they ceas­ 
ed were “ appropriate to that of a land­ 
ing.” 


“ We shall have to wait and see if 
we get more signals to see if It lifts 
off again, ” Lovell said. 
Moscow has never stated the purpose 
of I.una 15. But Russian scientific sour­ 
ces maintained from the start it would 
try to scoop up some moon soil and re­ 
turn it to earth, possibly before the 
Apollo 11 crewmen. 
Jodrell Bank had reported the Rus­ 
sian moon probe in its 50th orbit at 
8 a.m. EDT, 
Then, a spokesman said, Jodrell Bank

Unreal, fantastic' say

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Budget for 
schools 
now hiked 


Trustees 
of 
Lompoc 
Lnified 
School 
District will 
hold a special meeting tom­ 
orrow, 4 p.m., in the new dis­ 
trict administration building on 
North A Street to adopt the 1969- 
70 fiscal publication budget. 
The new budget, released F ri­ 
day calls for expenditures 
of 
$10.4 million— a level about 
$500,000 above the total of the 
preliminary budget which was 
approved by the trustees on 
June 24. 
A school official 
explained 
that the increase in the expen­ 
ditures was based on recent 
action of Gov. Ronald Reagan 
in signing SB 64. The legisla­ 
tion, effective July 1, calls a 
halt to the state practice of with­ 
holding some portions of state 
aid monies from districts that 
participate in the federal im­ 
pacted school aid programs. 
The new state law will bring 
about a half million in new rev­ 
enues, but the windfall may not 
mean anything in terms of the 
variably salary agreement sign­ 
ed by personnel and the school 
board. At present the budget 
contains 
in-step 
salary 
in­ 
creases but no other increases. 
The school official noted that 
President Nixon has 
recom­ 
mended the elimination of por­ 
tions of the federal P.L. 874 
funds— a 
contingency 
that 
would knock out about $811,000 
from the approximate $2 mil­ 
lion the district gets annually 
under the impacted aid pro­ 
gram. If the cutback is allowed 
to stand it would not only nul­ 
lify the $500,000 extra aid mon­ 
ies from the state but leave the 
district with a deficit of $300.- 
000.

Dr. Thomas O. Paine, the 
administrator of the U.S. Space 
Agency thinks the successful

astronauts is a “ giant step“ 
toward the goal. First must 
come 
additional explorations 
including small research sta­ 
tions manned by scientists. 
“ Mankind is going to esta­ 
blish places of abode outside his 
home planet—the earth,” Paine 
told a news conference Sunday. 
Paine 
said 
he called the 
White House immediately after 
ttie touchdown on the moon’s 
surface 
and 
told 
President 
Nixon: 
“ It is my honor to report to 
you that the Eagle has landed 
on the Sea of Tranquillity and 
our astronauts are safe and 
looking forward to starting the 
exploration of the moon.” 
To newsmen he was equally 
ecstactic. 
“ This is stricly a personal 
opinion 
on my part, but it 
seems clear to me that what 
we have demonstrated is a very 
crude and preliminary form of 
travel between the earth and 
other bodies,” Paine said. 
As we look at the things 
tnat we have on the drawing 
boards, 
as 
we look at the 
dreams of the engineers for the 
future, it seems very clear to 
me that there are two basic 
factors 
that 
have 
to 
be 
answered: 
“ First is, whether or not we 
can attain the kind of costs and 
ttie kind of reliability in space 
flight that we now have in air 
travel. 
4 4 The second question is if we 
can indeed travel in a practical 
way to the moon and eventually 
beyond, will men indeed wish to 
do so—will they wish to found 
small first research stations 
and 
perhaps eventually per­ 
manent colonies? 
44 And it seems to me that the 
history of mankind is that they 
certainly will.

Earthly problems face Legislature

state Legislature, shunning the 
holiday celebrating man's walk 
on the moon, today renewed its 
struggle with earthly problems 
-including 
contamination 
of 
this planet. 
Pressing for adjournment by 
the second weekend in August, 
the 
lawmakers 
faced 
tough 
decisions 
on 
state 
aid 
to 
schools, controls to prevent 
despoiling of San Francisco Bay 
and an end to the use of DDT 
in California. 
Another 
major 
issue—tax 
reform—appears doomed with 
no agreement in sight within 
the three remaining weeks, if 
the Legislature sticks to its 
desired schedule. 
The Senate planned a final 
vote today on its $95 million 
school aid bill. The measure, by 
Sen. Stephen P. Teale, DbRail 
Road Flat, has been written to 
authorize spending up to the 
$120 
million 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan allocated in his budget 
for school aid this fiscal year. 
Reagan said he’d also accept 
giving schools some of the sur­ 
plus anticipated from the 1968- 
69 budget. 
The Senate Education Com­ 
mittee 
has 
agreed 
it 
will 
consider again the Assembly’s 
$200 million school aid bill it 
rejected last week. 
But it was generally agreed 


the final version of a school aid 
package would be written by a 
conference committee of both 
houses. 
Besides the money differen­ 
ces, the Senate bill is aimed 
toward providing extra help for 
big city ghetto schools while the 
Assembly version, by Assem­ 
blyman 
Victor 
Veysey, 
R- 
Brawley, would channel extra 
funds to low wealth districts, 
both rural and urban. 
The compromise bill extend­ 
ing and expanding authority of 
the Bay Area Conservation and

BANGKOK(UPI) - Freedom 
for 622 amnestied prisoners 
was delayed for at least a week 
Wednesday by the Apollo 11 
moon-shot.

Cong shelled 18 Allied targets 
Sunday night and today follow­ 
ing the assertion of America’s 
top military man that their 
current battle lull is not a sign 
of peace. 
Military spokesmen said the 
overnight rocket and mortar 
barrages 
did 
little damage. 
They reported 212 Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese dead in 
scattered fights Sunday, against 
light Allied losses. 
The costliest single incident 
for the Allies Sunday was the 
downinp 
of 
a 
U.S. 
Marine 
helicopter 
on 
the 
northern 
coast, 
killing 
eight 
South 
Vietnamese soldiers and wound­ 
ing eight. One American was 
hurt. 
Gen. 
Earle 
G. 
Wheeler, 
chairman of the joint chiefs of 
staff, 
wound 
up 
a four-day 
personal investigation of the 
battle lull for President Nixon 
Sunday. He ruled out complete 
U.S. withdrawal from the war 
by the end of 1970. 
He was asked if he consi­ 
dered the lull, now in its fifth 
week, a sign that the Commu­ 
nists are ready to scale down the 
war. 
“ No, I do not,” he told a 
news conference before he left 
for home. “ As you know, the 
enemy’s level of combat has 
always been cyclic. 
“ He lias in the past launched 


offensives and thereafter with­ 
drawn to his sanctuaries in the 
remote areas of the country or 
into Laos or Cambodia and then 
come back again after he has 
had a chance to refit, replace 
his troops and retrain. 
“ And therefore, I would be 
unable to allege any political 
motivation to the present low 
level of combat.” 
Wheeler 
thereby 
took the 
view of U.S. field commanders 
—that another Communist of­ 
fensive is in the making -as 
opposed to U.S. peace negotia­ 
tors who hoped the lull was a 
sign the guerrillas were ready 
to scale down the war. 
Nixon dispatched the general 
to the war zone last week to 
find out whether the lull meant 
the United States could scale 
down offensive operations or 
announce that more GIs would 
be withdrawn from the war. 
Wheeler told newsmen Sun­ 
day the best way of dealing 
with the Communists was to 
keep the pressure on militarily 
and ruled out a complete U.S.

brother, Sen. Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy, D-N.Y., was killed when a 
car driven by Edward Kennedy 
plunged off a narrow wooden 
bridge between midnight F ri­ 
day and 1 a.m. Saturday into 
10-feet of water in a tidal pond 
on Chappaquiddick Island which 
lies just offshore of Martha’s 
Vineyard. Kennedy said he was 
“ unfamiliar with the road and 
turned right instead of bearing 
hard left.” Upon reaching the 
end of the unlighted dirt road 
Kennedy came upon the bridge 
and said, “ the car went off the 
side.” 
Kennedy said he dove repea­ 
tedly to save the young woman, 
but was unsuccessful. He didn’t 
remember how he got out of 
the car. 
The political impact-if any-of 


Sen. Kennedy’s weekend auto­ 
mobile accident was not dis­ 
cernable today. 
But it appeared the accident 
cast at least a momentary pall 
over the Massachusetts Démo­ 
crate rising political career. 
Kennedy, one of his brothers 
a 
President and the other a 
Presidential 
candidate, 
had 
been talked of in terms of a pre­ 
sidential candidate himself in 
1972. The tragedy in Massa­ 
chusetts obviously put a tempo­ 
rary damper on that kind of 
speculation among Democrats.

trails bill 
approved 


Senator Robert J. Lagomar- 
sino’s (R-Ventura, Santa Bar­ 
bara Counties) riding and hiking 
trails bill (SB 684) has re­ 
ceived clearance from the As­ 
sembly Ways and Means Com 
mittee. 
Lagomarsino, 
chairman of 
the Senate Natural Resources 
Committee, said it is the first 
major modification to the riding- 
and hiking trails act since the 
law was enacted immediately 
after World War II. Originally, 
the law called for construction 
of a 3,000-mile state trail loop. 
Main emphasis of the bill is 
a concentration on development 
of trails by local government 
for local use in rapidly urban­ 
izing areas. 
“ We have to act now to pro­ 
vide means to develop urban 
trails; soon it will be too late,” 
Lagomarsino said, referring to 
the rapid pace of land develop­ 
ment in California. The bill es­ 
tablishes the policy of providing 
trails in the State Park System 
and between parks. 
A mobilized trails section, 
providing for facilities for mot­ 
orized vehicles, is a new as­ 
pect of the act, and was ad­ 
ded, Lagomarsino said, because 
of increased use of off-road 
recreational 
vehicles 
in the 
state and the need to furnish 
separate facilities for them. 
Lagomarsino said primary 
emphasis of the bill is to help 
local agencies acquire trails 
in populated areas. He noted 
that although the present state 
riding and hiking trail is over 
1,1000 miles long, 44only 21*5 
miles of the trail are on pri­ 
vate 
land, and only a little 
over 300 miles are on county, 
city or state land.”

House Appropriations Committee 
votes deep cuts in varied programs

money away from rebellious 
students. 
The 
committee 
approved 
$2.534 billion for operation of 
the State, Justice, Com m erce 
departm ents and related agen­ 
cies 
during the fiscal year 
which began July 1. The figure 
was $58.4 million more than 
President Nixon had asked for 
and $479 million more than was 
appropriated for the last fiscal 
year. 
The com m ittee’s action is 
subject to House and Senate 
approval. 
Most of the cuts in the law 
enforcement assistance admi­ 
nistration funding were made in 
the program of aid to state and 
local police agencies in the 
establishm ent of a national law 
enforcement institute. 
Nixon asked $229.6 million for 
action grants. The committee 
voted $200 million. For the law 
enforcement institute the P re s ­ 
ident asked $20.9 million but got 
only $7.5 million. Both pro­ 
gram s were established under

American Women Big Losers

N EW Y O R K —( NEA) — 
M a r s h a l l McLuhan has 
called cash “the poor man’s 
credit card.” 


And according to two re­ 
cent nationwide s u r v e y s , 
adult Americans lose their 
‘‘poor man’s credit card” at 
the rate of about $2 billion 
per year. 
Women, who claim they 
can c o m p e t e successfully 
with men if given half a 
chance, can take a bow of 
achievement as a result of 
these surveys. We’re way 
ahead in the battle of the 
sexes when it comes to los­ 
ing cash. Approximately one 
woman in 12 is a cash loser 
compared to one in 20 men. 


Don’t get ruffled feathers 
and cry ‘‘discrimination.” 
There’s a reason. Findings 
of the surveys show that al- 
t h o u g h it’s generally as­ 
sumed that the cash loss 
hazard is g r e a t e s t when 
traveling, this is not so. 
Stay-at-homes, it seems, 
have even greater loss fre­ 
quency. Most cash is lost at 
home, at work and in shops 
in one’s home town. 
Why wouldn’t women be 
the greatest offenders under 
these circumstances? Who’s 
at home more? Who does 
most of the shopping and 
works, too. 


The surveys also indicate 
that college-educated adults 
have a loss frequency nearly 
twice as high as that of high 
school grads. Perhaps there 
should be college courses in 
how to live in an affluent 
society and remain affluent 
ourselves. 


Loss of money is not a sub­ 
ject to be taken lightly. And 
most of us who have lost 
cash are loathe to discuss 
it because so often the cir­ 
cumstances show us up as 
careless or foolish. Obvious­ 
ly, the public g e n e r a l l y 
needs to acquire a better set 
of money-handling habits. 


How do people lose cash? 
Half the time those who have 
lost money don’t know how it 
happened. Among those who 
do, two out of three times 
the loss is ‘‘off the person” 
—out of a pocket, or purse— 
either stolen or accidentally 
dropped. This is because so 
many of us retain the his­ 
toric ‘‘mattress and money- 
belt” psychology regarding 
cash despite the m o d e r n 
popularization of banking as 
an institution in American 
life. 


W o m e n are notoriously 
careless with their handbags 
while they are shopping, and 
petty thieves thrive on re­ 
moving wallets. Their meth­ 
ods vary, but ladies, if a fel­ 
low shopper asks you to ap­ 
prove her selection, clutch 
your bag while you answer 
her or your companionable 
smile may turn to a look of 
dismay when you find your 
money gone. 
Here are a few comments 
from born losers who were 
asked how their money got 
away; 
• “I put money in the 
mail for payment on a TV. 
It never got to the com­ 
pany.” 
• “There was an item in 
a newspaper about custom 
plastic slipcovers and when 
the man took the order, he 
took a deposit. Then, accord­ 
ing to the district attorney, 
he left town.” 
• ‘‘I had been out shop­ 
ping and carried my money 
in my bra. When I came 
home and was undressing I 
leaned over to flush the com­ 
mode and the money fell out 
of my bra. The sewer was 
$20 richer.” 
• “Someone came in the 
back of the church during 
services while we were all 
kneeling and took all th£ 
purses.” 
• “Fell a s l e e p on the 
couch in someone’s house. 
When I awoke, my money 
was gone.” 
The 'btearre things some 
retired people do with their 
money ate worth some note, 
too. Is it because age makes 
them eccentric, because they 
remember the Depression 
and don’t trust banks? What­ 
ever the reason, they often 
endanger their lives and the 
welfare of their families in 
the process. 
One man has over $40.000 
in rumpled $5, $10 ana $20 
bills in metal b o x e s ce­ 
mented into the foundation 
of house. His wife thinks he’s 
wrong and tells people how 
she wishes he would put the 
money iq the bank instead— 
if any of her confidantes are 
excavators she may come 
home some evening to find 
the home site there but no 
home. 
Another senior citizen has 
12 bank accounts under as­ 
sumed names "to protect his 
f a m i l y f r o m p r o b a t e 
B 
ilges.” His family could 
years finding it all after 
his death. 
An elderly widow has the 
hollow brass posts in ner bed 


stuffed with silver coins. The 
bed has grown too heavy to 
move. Her daughter, who 
f i n a l l y found the cache, 
doesn’t k n o w f o r s u r e 
w h e t h e r she should buy 
mom another brass poster 
bed and hire full-time brass 
bed watcher?. 
The relationship between 
most cash losing and care­ 
lessness is obvious. 
A m o n g Americans, the 
surveys report, carelessness 
is so persistently a part of 
everyday living it must be 
deemed almost a national 
habit. And women, it seems, 
lead the march.

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THE TOWN, AS USUAL, IS DRUNK

PILOT STATION, Alaska— 
(NEA)—The natives of this 
dinky Eskimo v i l l a g e say 
there are only three things 
to do here: work, sleep or 
get drunk. 


Some of the people concen­ 
trate on the first two. But the 
majority, it seems, are p a r­ 
ticularly accomplished at the 
third. 
Drink is a m ajor scandal 
at Pilot Station. There are 
only 308 residents—m 0 s 11 у 
children at that—in the en­ 
tire settlement, but the place 
is n o t o r i o u s l y known as 
“ Boozeburg” up and down 
the Yukon River. 


Unfortunately, t h e n i c k ­ 
name fits perfectly. Hardly 
an evening (or an afternoon) 
passes w i t h o u t boisterous 
belligerence from a dozen or 
more drunks. Inside houses, 
outside houses, anywhere at 
all. 


They are not just feeling 
gay, either. They are soused. 
Eyewitnesses have seen in­ 
dividuals finish full quarts in 
an hour. Then they stagger 
about—often injuring either 
themselves or others. 
Last year one drunk walked 
off into the snows vowing to 
commit s u i c i d e . He took 
along a 30.06 rifle. Fortu­ 
nately, 
his 
aim 
was 
as 
steady as his mind. He sue-, 
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cecded only in blowing his 
arm off at the shoulder. 


Another time, the parents 
of an infant child began a 
drunken 
argument 
in 
the 
middle of the morning. The 
child wakened and began to 
poke around. Not seeing him, 
the father fell on the baby 
and broke the tyke's arm. 
The examples of alcoholic 
abuse are endless. According 
to regular village visitors, 
such conditions seem to be 
getting worse. 
“ This place is collapsing,” 
says a c h a r t e r pilot who 
brings the mail here. “ Half 
the people are drunk all of 
the time and all of the people 
are drunk half of the time. 
Landing here is like coming 
to another world—everybody 
with red noses and hiccup- 
ing.” 
The pilot’s remarks, though 
exaggerated, are not m ali­ 
cious. He says he likes the 
people here and even ad­ 
mires some of them. But he 
,says it's a simple fact that: 
“ This is the drunkenest vil­ 
lage in Alaska.” 
That statement, certainly, 
takes in a lot of territory, 
and. if Alaska’s social re­ 
searchers are correct, a lot 
of drunken v i l l a g e s , too. 
Studies indicate “ p r o b l e m 
d r i n k i n g ” thrives among 


natives everywhere. Nobody 
has any idea how many are 
seriously hooked to the bot­ 
tle. but state police guess 
more than half of all Eskimo 
arrests are due to liquor. 
As yet, researchers have 
come to no startling conclu­ 
sions as to why the problem 
is so prevalent among the 
natives. They mention frus­ 
tration, poverty, the need to 
forget troubles, etc. 
Better reasons are given 
by the drinkers themselves. 
“There’s n o t h i n g to do 
here,” says a slightly so­ 
bered resident of Pilot Sta­ 
tion. “1 got a lot of time, but 
there ain't a damn thing to 
do with it." 


His point is well made. 
Most of the year. Pilot Sta­ 
tion is frozen into paralysis. 
In the sum m er, there is some 
fishing on the Yukon; in the 
winter there is a bit of trap ­ 
ping and hunting. But other 
than that—it's deadly dull. 
There are o n l y a half- 
dozen regular jobs "in the vil­ 
lage. The nearest town is $65 
(by air) 
away. Television 
and radio are nonexistent. 
Thus, villagers turn to the 
bottle for excitement. 
Besides, the n a t i v e s see 
nothing wrong with drinking. 
They feel it a social neces­ 
sity—in lieu of taverns or

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Tag Can Save Your Life If You’re Folded, Spindled or M utilated

W A Y N E. N .J. — ( N E A )— 
Suppose you are on a busi­ 
ness trip, hundreds of miles 
irom home, and you are in­ 
volved in a serious accident 


You are taken to the near­ 
est physician, totally uncon­ 
scious. He gives you a quick 
examination to determine in­ 
jury—and decides you are 
bleeding internally, are in 
shock, and have suffered a 
concussion. 
What is your prognosis? 


The answer depends, 
of 
course, on the skill of the 
physician. But in some cases 
it might also depend to an 
alarming 
degree 
on 
pure 
luck. 


The doctor doesn’t know 
you, has no knowledge of 
your physical background. If 
you are a relatively healthy 
person, 
with 
no ‘ medical 
peculiarities, 
t h a t’s 
one 
thing. But if you have, say. 
a rare blood type, or are 
sensitive 
to 
some 
clinical 
treatments — you could be 
in trouble. 


Medical authorities agree 
that in many instances of 
trauma, the first 10 minutes 
of attendance are most im­ 
portant. 
T h u s physicians 
who must administer emer­ 
gency aid, without p r i o r 
knowledge of the patient s 
medical profile, may r i s k 
dangerous s i d e repercus­ 
sions. 
A workable solution to this 
dilemma has long eluded the 
medical 
community. 
Sug­ 
gestions that people carry 
health records on their per­ 
son at all times — such as 
dog tags — have had about 
as much practical effect as 
the medical advice to brush 
teeth following every meal 
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Now, however, a solution 
may be in the embryo stage. 
It’s a computerized collec­ 
tion of health records called 
the World M e d i c a l Data 
Bank. 


The bank, which presently 
operates out of a brick office 
complex h e r e in northern 
New .Jersey, is a kind of 
“ dog tag updated” —the med­ 
ical facts on any man, wom­ 
an or child who wishes such 
information recorded. 


The data, tucked away in 
U N IVAC memories, is rap­ 
idly and readily available to 
any 
physician 
or 
hospital 
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who may one day need it. 
According to b a n k offi­ 
cials, the system works like 
this: 


The data venture is com­ 
mercially o p e r a t e d . Sub­ 
scribers buy the service at 
a flat rate of $13, plus $1 a 
year maintenance. 
Each subscriber provides 
the bank with full personal 
m e d i c a l information. The 
more the better. A fact form 
is filled out as a starter, giv­ 
ing such intelligence as next 
of kin. blood type, vaccina­ 
tions land dates), medicines 
being used (and dosages). 


allergies, 
sensitivities, 
ill­ 
nesses, habits 
(smoking?), 
and even pregnancy disor­ 
ders. 
I his data is filed bv com­ 
puterization—at 34,060 char­ 
acters per second—under a 
number only. No names are 
used, to protect the right of 
privacy. Then the subscriber 
is g i v e n an identification 
card. 
I he card, which is reis­ 
sued every time a subscriber 
alters his record, reads: in 
Case 
of 
Emergencv, 
Any 
Medical Doctor Should Cail 
— .....— •” The number listed 
i 
y Lompoc

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is that of the data bank con­ 
trol center. 
Control c e n t e r is open 
round the clock, seven days 
a week. And when a sub­ 
scriber is injured, and his 
medical records requested, 
his entire health background 
is m a d e available in less 
than 17 seconds. 
*‘This speed is often essen­ 
tial.” says the data bank’s 
director. M a r t i n Ludwig. 
"When a man's in an emer­ 
gency ward, every second 
can count.” 
Ludwig, a 33-year-old com- 


puter engineer, is the found­ 
er of the World Medical Data 
Bank. He started it less than 
a year ago, as part of a 
small consulting firm. Now- 
the bank’s growth has ab­ 
sorbed the firm. 
Nearly 150,000 subscribers 
have enrolled thus far and 
an immediate goal of one 
million more has been set. 
S o m e medical associations 
are studying the system and 
others have already given 
preliminary support, insur­ 
ance companies are begin­ 
ning to flood the bank with 
"rider” possibilities. 


“ W e’re so new,” says Lud­ 
wig, “ that we don’t know 
how far or how fast we will 
go. But one thing’s for sure, 
we’ve already proved that 
computerized data can be of 
immense help in the nation­ 
al medical program. 
“ Think 
of 
it: 
complete 
medical records as near as 
a telephone call. We think 
we’ve got something good 
going here. We’re not trying 
to play God—but it’s pretty 
obvious that we’re going to 
save a lot of lives.”

It was the 
first time the former heavy­ 
weight champion had been in a 
prize fight ring in 18 months.

In Manhattan, 
Harry Markson, flesh dealer for 
Madison Square Garden, stiffen­ 
ed with interest in his office. 
He had lush green thoughts of 
Clay floating like a butterfly 
and stinging like a bee before 
thousands of people who had 
emptied their wallets at the 
Garden box office. 
Then Markson roused him­ 
self and went into action. 
“ I’ve had a few talks with 
Clay," said Markson, "but he 
refuses to talk business. He 
just won’t discuss fighting." 
Clay had his title confiscat­ 
ed when he stepped backward 
instead of forward at an army 
induction center lineup and was 
indicted by the federal govern­ 
ment.

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New avenue opens 


The proposed Safeguard antiballistic missile system, de­ 
signed to insure that enough of our retailiatory missiles sur­ 
vive a nuclear attack that no enemy will contemplate launch­ 
ing a first strike, is by far the gravest issue confronting Coiv 
gress this session. 
The Senate is about evenly divided on both sides of the ques­ 
tion, with one or two senators not committed one way or the 
other. There is talk of reaching some sort of compromise b&- 
tween pro- and anti-ABM forces, but what form such a compro­ 
mise might take is not yet clear. 
Six nongoverment - connected scientists have now injected 
a new consideration into the debate. In letters sent to every 
senator, six University of Michigan physicists have recom­ 
mended that Safeguard be scrapped in favor of “ superhard­ 
ening" Minutemen missile silos. 
Superhardening would involve burying the Minutemen silos 
deeper into the earth and further isolating and strengthening 
them. The scientists contend that this program would be more 
effecitive, relialde and invulnerable than the ABM and would 
cost only about one-seventh as much. 
Their arguments appear persuasive. An enemy rocket would 
have to score almost a direct hit — well within 100 yards — 
in order to destroy a superhardehed silo, they say. 
To score enough direct hits to destroy 95 per cent of the U.S. 
Minutemen force (a percentage which the Pentagon believes 
an enemy must be certain of achieving if a first strike is to be 
feasible), almost 6,000 missiles of the Soviet SS-9 would have 
to be launched. Defense Secretary Melvin Laird has estimated 
that the U.S.S.R. will have only 500 such m issiles by the mid- 
1970s.

In the brief time since the first Sputnik, less than 12 years 
ago, man has distributed an incredible number of his souv­ 
enirs in cislunar space— the 240,000-some miles separating 
earth and moon— and on the surface of the moon itself. 
As of June 30, there were 1,730 manmade objects— 
functioning and sj)ent saiallites, rocket bodies and other 
debris— in space, according to the U S

space Defense Command which catalogues all launchings. 
To which have now been added the castoffs of Apollo 11 and 
Luna 15.

This means that defensive radar would have, at most, three 
seconds in which to distinguish actual m issiles from decoys. 
The problems of pattern recognition, of screening out re­ 
flection, absorption and electrical noise from previous explo­ 
sions, analyzing hundreds of trajectories and dispatching and 
guiding ABM m issiles are not yet solved. The only way they 
could be solved wouldbe through realistic experiments or tests. 
But atmospheric explosions, which would be essential for such 
testing, are prohibited by the nuclear test ban treaty. 
The scientists make one other point: Superhardening would 
be a completely passive, defensive measure, whereas the ABM 
could be considered an offensive threat since it could be used 
to protect the United States after it launched a first strike. 
It could further escalate the arms race. 
Undoubtedly, there are objections to this plan, too. Super­ 
hardening might well persuade an enemy to build those 6,000 
m issiles. But whether or not super hardening is a compromise 
solution to the ABM controversy — which is really a search 
for the best way to protect the nation's security while main­ 
taining the nuclear power balance in the coming decade — 
the proposal by the scientists is a useful contribution to a de­ 
bate that has been as often marked by displays of emotions as 
of facts. 


been another quite like this event, and there may well never 
be again. None of the explorations and achievements that 
hav^ preceded it on this earth can quite compare with man’s 
first step into the infinite universe beyond. 
There are other landings to come, on the moon, the planets 
and conceivably beyond. 
But none so momentous as this first. 


Britain, Canada and Italy— using American rockets to launch 
their satellites— have combined to the total. The U.S. count 
leads all others combined by almost three to one. 
Strewn across the mO'Dn’s surface are the remains, intact 
or shattered, of 22 American and Soviet unmanned lunar 
probes. 
The Apollo 11 will add considerably to the total. In addition 
to the flag and lower half of the lunar module which serves 
as the launch pad for their blast-off from the moon, Arm­ 
strong and Aldrin are leaving behind functioning scientific 
equipment and no longer needed items such as cameras, 
tools and even parts of their space suits. 
It all adds up to some $15 million worth of space-age 
hardware— a bargain price for the few bags of lunar rocks 
for which it is being exchanged.

“ young" leftist lea­ 
der. He was going to 
nationalize Britain’s 
banks and basic tir 
dustries. He hoped to creat a welfare 
slate wtiich, unuke the Communist ver­ 
sion of socialism, would be based on 
democratic freedom and human decency. 
Now he is denounced by the younger 
members of his own Labor party as a 
middle-aged failure who betrayed Marx­ 
ist ideals. 
Wllswi’s tragedy is, m a sense, also 
the tragedy of former President Lyndon 
b. Joluison and Vice Pre.sldent Humple 
rey. Like many politicians before him 
who promised tlie liberal millennium, he 
was confronted as prime minister with 
the complex realities of power in a free 
society. 
The same realities that prompt the 


conservative Prebident Nixon to veer 
to the lilieral side in foreign policy and 
domestic affairs forced Wilson to discard 
many of his socialist illusions. 
As an ambitious leftist politicial readi­ 
ed out for power, he could castigate U.S. 
foreign 
policy with impunity. But as 
prime minister he soon found that he had 
to rely on American economic and dip- 
lorn otic support. 
This forced Wilson to back tlie United 
Stateb on the war in Vietnam. It was at 
all timeb a lukewarm support but it 


aroused tlie hostility of Labor’s ex­ 
treme leftists. 
He also lost the backing of the labor 
unions when, in an effort to restore 
Britain’s chaotic economy, he decided 
to introduce a bill in Parliament to curb 
wildcat strikes.

time 
even moderate 
labor 
politicians were furious since the maj­ 
ority of them face defeat in the elections 
without trade union support.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Space race to continue

WASHINGTON — The cost: $24 billion 
over eight years. Is it worth iU^ That 
sounds churlish against the magnitude 
of the adventure, the quiet courage of 
the astronauts and the demonstration 
of America’s extraordinary technologic­ 
al ability. 
Yet even as the millions sit glued 
to the television screen fascinated by 
man’s daring, his reach ourward into 
space, the question will be asked. What­ 
ever the odds for Apollo 11 between suc­ 
cess and catastrophe, the chances of 
disaster in one form or another here 
on earth are at least as great. 
To speculate about what might have 
been done with $24 billion, or even a 
part of it, to cure the sickness of the 
cities and end the niinous waste of the 
environment is idle. The will was there 
to go to the moon, the money and the 
resources were mobilized. The will is 
lacking to put an equal thrust behind the 
programs to restore somothing of the 
natural balance that existed four cen­ 
turies ago when bold adventure rs crossed 
uncharted seas to discover this con­ 
tinent with its seemingly inexhaustable 
resources. 
Little more than a decade ago, Sher- 
miui Adams, as the Soviets sent their 
Sputniks into orbit, spoke scornfully 
of engaging in a basketball game In 
outer space. That was the response of 
the White House to the Soviets’ dramatic 
achievement. The race that tiegan with 
President John F. Kennedy’s pledge in 
1961 to send men to the moon by 1970 
goes on with the final result in doubt, 
Charles S Sheldon, 
a former staff mem­ 
ber 
of the Space 
Council and a lead­ 
ing authority on how 
the two rivals stand, 
believes 
the 
Rus-

sians 
mean 
to go 
through with 
their

public pledges. They 
Ж 
do plan to land men 
^ 
on the moon and even­ 
tually 
establish 
a

there. 
Their pro­ 
jection for the future, so far as it can 
be estimated, tops that 
of the United 
States as this country begins to cut 
back on space spending. 
The contrast between the systems of 
the two giant powers is nowhere more 
dramatic than in this space game. The 
Soviets operate in almost-total secrecy. 
There is no budget figure reflecting the 
cost of their spare program. On 
his 
visit to the Soviet Union Astronaut F rank 
Borman was given a friendly reception, 
yet despite hints he was never taken 
to the Soviet’s prin<’ipal space cen­ 
ter. 
Secrery means that com’^'arison of 
the two rompetitors must on the Sov­ 
iet side 
be based on computations of 
what has been put into space. Sheldon 
estimates that they have lifted 3,300,000 
pounds of payload, which compares with 


2*700,000 [юunds for the United States 
through 1968. With 25 successful launch- 
es this year, Apollo 11 being the 25th, 
this country has just alx>ut cautiht up 
with the Soviet,rlval. Each Apollo means 
285,000 pounds of payload. 
This rule-of-thumb estimate is close 
to the highly classified estimate of the 
intelligence community. The Rand Corp­ 
oration and other tldnk tanks have put a 
great many man-hours into computing the 
Soviet effort. Still highly classified is the 
number and the magnitude of Soviet fail­ 
ures in the past six months. If all their 
launches had succeeded, in the opinion of 
the specialists, they would today be far 
aliead. 
Although it is a kind of open secret 
in both camps, military launches are 
about half the total effort. Since the so­ 
viet program began they have had 175 ci­ 
vilian launches, 173 military. The figures 
for the United States are 223 civilian, 
247 military. The military launches are 
the surveillance satellites that, as they 
circle the globe, supply to each side de- 
tailed observations not only of military 
installations but of every feature of the 
landscape. 
When it comes to cost, the two camps 
again offer a dramatic contrast. The cost 
to the United States has been running 
roughly in recent years at $6 billion a 
year — $4 billion for NASA, $2 bil­ 
lion for the military. This is 2-3 of 1 


per cent of the Gross National Product, 
Measuring the cost in rubles against 
the cost in dollars is a futile exercise. 
But in real terms, as Sheldon figures 
it, the Soviet cost is at leasl equal to 
ours. Since our GNP is perhaps twice 
that of the Soviet Union, it means that 
up to 2 per cent of their resources 
goes into space — more than double 
that of this country. 
Here you come to the profound dif- 
ference between the two socieites. En­ 
forcing almost total secrecy with only 
the triumphs publicized and costs deep 
in the well, the Soviets repress any 
smallest sign of protest. By all accounts 
the consumer in tlie Soviet Union has 
slim 
pickings. 
Yet, however imhappy 
comrade citizen may be, his unhai)pi- 
ness can be ignored when the Kremlin 


sets the budgets for space and the mili­ 
tary. 
The American space program peak­ 
ed three years ago. This is reflected in 
the 25 successful launches since Jan, 
1 as against 34 successful Soviet launclw 
es in the same period. The powerful 
argument of Russian competition will, 
as in 19G1, be used by the advocates of 
pushing forw'ard to other planets, the far- 
out plans for moon settlements with nu­ 
clear planets, the far-out plans for moon 
clear reactors providing the power, and 
space travel within 10 years. In liglit of 
the ever-more insistent demands for 
money to cure the ills of earth, that ar­ 
gument will have nothing like the weiglit 
it hail a decade ago.
